In considering the question of legislation", 
»o far aa the administration of-the eotnts ol 
law are concerned, iha House of Assembly 
would do well to bear in mind that they aro 
framing laws not for iliu present time only, 
but such na ought lo endure until tlio Colony 
undergoes any vast change in in constitution, 
and that such an event may be very far dis- 
tant must ba llio wish ol every BnglishinBn! 
The constitution of our Supreme Court up to 
the prcsunl time, has b'oe'ri as much in accord 
an CO with the waists of a new colony as we 
could reasonably expect il to bo, but as the 
population has increased, the business of the 
courts has become year by year more regular 
and larger, ami the system that prevailed in 
early days and did well enough lor tlio pio- 
neer lawyers, fails as the city advances, in its 
operation, ab much so that there has been for 
some lime past a steadily increasing demand 
for a reformation in Iho courts generally. It 
is impossible thai a Chief Justice can dis- 
charge bis duties, and also perform thoso of 
Judge of the Small (Jamo< Court, with satis- 
faction tt himself or the public, lie has not 
even a clerk to assist him in the manual 
labor of his department, such as drawing up I 
judgments, decrees, Sac, There is ho proj-er 
stuff of officials attached to the Court, »l- j 
though the business carried on there is, as 
compared with that of other British Colonics, 
very extensive. Jt baa therefore become ab- 
solutely necessary to make n change, and | 
whilst some aro in favor of a thorough over- 
hauling of the whole system, beginning with 
the judge, and going through the whole in- 
stitution ; others are lor miider measures 
We are about, it seems, to have a new court- 
house, we should have new judges, new otli - 
ceis, now rules, and a new system of pro- 
cedure altogether, and the only question is 
at what end to begin. The attempt at patch- 
ing up llio present system, which is apparent- 
ly aimed ut in the bill for giving civii juris- 
diction to our magistrates, wo cannot recom- 
mend ; il seems to ho beginning at the 
wrong end, ncd would in lacl have the 
effect so far as we can foresee its operalion 
tion, of rendering the recovery of small 
debts more tedious than it is at present, 
The stipendiary magistrate in Vxtoria baa 
certain daily duties to perform which cannot 
giro place to the business of a civil Court, 
and if he is to sit as a judge after having 
disposed of his magisterial cases, tho sittings 
of tho Summary Court would bo intermin 
able; moreover, there is far more uecess'ty 
to have a lawyer presiding iu n civil court 
than oii the magisterial bench. Thoso who 
intend to voio forgiving the power to adjudi- 
cate civil actions to tho stipendiary magis- 
trate would do well 10 bear in mind that tho 
same points ol law may arise on actions 
brought to recover 82?0 as where the amount 
disputo is ton times that sum, and the 
to the admission and re- 
• occur in small causes as 
obnlile that a layman 
will get through the business so quickly or so 
well as a lawyer. \Ye have often had occa- 
sion to draw attonlion to tho desirability of 
having a sound lawyer to preside in the 
Supreme Court, aud if a new court is to be 
constituted we surely are not going to fall 
into Iho same error with rogard to it as has 
beou committed in former years in respect 
ol the present Courts. We do not desire to 
say one single word disrespectfully of the 
Chief Justice or of our very excellent Chief 
Magistrate, but for ilia sake of the suitors 
generally, for the despatch of public business, 
and for the modification of la.v's delays and 
expenses, we would preler to see a barrister 
ol standing and position on Iho bench of the 
Supremo Court, even if he were drawing the 
fall salary of £[500 a year, aud the present 
Chief Justice in receipt of an ample 
pension, and with a second barrister 
as Judge of the Small Debts Court, 
psrformlng other duties' as well. One word 
more— as our courts are al present consti- 
tuted, in ease of the illness of the Chief Jus- 
tice who is there who could temporarily fill 
his place ? the cpnfter of practising bar- 
risters here is so small that scarcely one 
could bo selected lor such a purpose Irom 
their number who would not have an interest 
In the cases likely to come before him for 
trial, but if tho course we have suggested 
were adopted who could si well fill a tempo- 
rary vacancy in tho Supreme Court as the 
lawyer who might happen for llio t me being 
to bo Judge of the Summary Court?

to bo desired that lb

Anything, therefore, that will tend to 
open a way lo this desirable end should be 
aided in overy possible manner by those who 
have or who desire to acquire properly on 
tho Pacific const.

Tho whole crop 
will not bo much less thav 8,0110,000 qrs. in- 
stead ol 0,500,000, which is perhaps an aver- 
age yield. The avorago weight of a bushel 
has been usually supposed to ho G1J lbs., but 
this year it will bo at least 67 lbs. Tlio po- 
tatoes nre universally quite free from disease, 
and very good, though somewhat small. In 
Scotland the harvest will only he a full aver- 
age one ; in Ireland perhaps at best only an 
average, but on the whole wu could novor say 
with more literal truth " Thou'crownest the 
yoar with Thy goodness, and Thy paths drop 
fatness."

Sated mom a Wreck. — Somo weeks ago, 
as our readers aro aware, the Russian steam 
corvette Hovicic was wrecked off Point 
Reyes, whilst on her voyage lo this harbor. 
A large portion of het ellecla havo boon re- 
covered, and can be seen si the establish- 
ment of Mr. Charles Huro, on Stouart strnet, 
which, by the way, is a " real curiosity shop." 
Some five or six guns have been recovered 
from tho wreck, amongst which is one brass 
rifled cannon. This is a 24 poundar; the 
othors being 31! pounders. There ore also 
to be seen a number of substantial and hand- 
some copper chests, uacd as powder maga- 
zines. Of these the Novick had on board no 
fewer than three hundred and forty. The 
engines were saved also, but not the boilers. 
Tho sails, made of limsn pure " Russian 
duck," wero also recovered, besides a varie- 
ty of other articles, which will repay tho in- 
spection of tho cuiious. 

Tiik Aquila. — An immenso number ol 
persons availed themselves of the holiday to 
visit t tic wreck of the sunken ship Aquila. 
The police and gentlemen interested in thu 
work of inising the vessel, maintained a strict 
surveillance over the movements of the 
masses, who were kept without the cordon 
of the rope, in order that tho labors of lha 
workmen might not bo interfered with. Tho 
principal work done recently was in hoist- 
ing the chains oul. and in putting tho scow 
ready to assist in lifting tho bow of the ship. 
The pumps too wero being tested, so a3 to 
havo them all in lino woiking condition when 
needed, which will probably bo very soon. 
The main hatch is secured, and the forward 
ono nearly adjusted. Tho underwriters ur- 
gently request, as well as do the heads of tho 
various departments of tho enterprise, that 
visitors remain away from tho immediate 
vicinity of the vessel, for they necessarily inter- 
fere with the progress of the work, and di- 
vert the attention of those in cLarge. The 
expectations entertained of raising the Aqtiila 
and bor precious cargo, uro quite as great 
now as at uny lime since tho sinking ol tho 
vessel.

She was 
seized by the gunboat Grupplor, for having 
for some timo past been ill the habit of dis- 
posing of spirituous liquors to the Comox 
Indians. Tho trial came oil' on the following 
day before W. U, Pranklyn, J. P., Major 
Biggs, Lieut. Verney (Grnppler), ami Capt 
Haidinge, of tho Cumeleon. Caps, Hughes, 
ol the Shark, pleaded innocence, rile (irst 
witness examined was b Coinox woman 
named Jenny, who stated mat she never pur 
chased r.ny rum from the tenass "hip, but was 
in company with those who did. An Indian 
named Hick corroborated the statement of 
the woman. A man named Thomas Price 
also staled that he had occasion to visit the 
Como.x Indians a short timo ago ; when 
within sight of tho villugosaw a small schooner 
sailing u .vay, and on his arrival found all 
or tho greater portion of the Indians more or 
less intoxicated. He asked them where they 
got their roui from ; they said from Ihe (erintj 
schooner. Tho witnesses present identified 
tho schooner Shark as the same. Tho magis- 
trate then asked the prisoner if he bad any- 
thing to say in his defence? He stated that 
hu had previously taken spirituous liquors to 
a Mr. Hart, at Como.v, who resides within 
tho limits ol the Indian Reserve (which was 
just us much in contravention of the laws ns 
though he hud disposed of it to the Indians). 
After allowing tho prisor.or every chance, he 
wus found guilty, and a fine of jCIOD oi 5485, 
was imposed upon him, and in delau't ol 
payment to sutler twelvu months imprison- 
ment. He was locked up as the amount was 
not forthcoming, A man mimed J. Jenkins 
was employed to tako Ihe Shark to Coniox.
